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INTRODUCTION. 


REAT and evident as the Advantage 

of Diſpenſaries are to the indigent, in 

and near the metropolis; and liberal as the gentle- 
men who conduct them have been, in extending 
the limits of viſiting the patients at their own 
habitations, as far as the plan of the ſeveral 
inſtitutions would poſſibly admit: yet the Poor 
of the lower parts of Rotherhithe and Comberwell 
in Surrey, and the populous towns of Deptford, 
Greenwich, Lewiſham, and Wookwich, in Kent ; 
containing at leaſt thirty thouſand inhabitants, 
(the greater part of whom are labouring mecha- 
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nics, or occupied in dangerous employments) 


long remained without the aſſiſtance ſuch excel- 
lent charities afford, Ns

To remedy this inconvenience, the Kent 
Diſpenſary was inſtituted, to commence viſiting 
the Poor at their own habitations, at Rotherhithe ' 
and Camberwell Churches, (where the Surrey 
determines) and from thence through Deptford, 
Greenwich, Lewiſham, Woolwich, and as much 


more of the Hundred of Blackheath as at any 


future time might be thought proper. 


Thoſe perſons who have an opportunity 
of hearing the applications of the Poor in 


any conſiderable place, of marking the nature 
of their complaints, and obſerving the effects, 


will find that giving money by no means enables 
them to get effectual relief in their diſeaſes, 
A few only have the happineſs to obtain proper 
aſſiſtance, while many apply the allowance to 
other purpoſes ; and much the larger part fall 
a ſacrifice to ignorant venders of medicines, 
or the predacious ravage of daring Empirics 
whoſe baneful influence is ſo ſeverely felt in 
every part of this iſland, 


Afflicted 
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Afflicted with diſeaſe, perhaps borne down 
with the weight of a numerous family, how are 
the honeſt Poor to retrieve themſelves? Toll 
they cannot without health, and that wanting, 
where may they find the means to regain it? 
Their dear-earned pittance ſcarce affords the 
neceſſaries of life, Humanity revolts at neglect- 
ing thoſe, from whoſe laborious exertions, 
every one in a ſuperior ſtation, derives all, or 
the greateſt part of his luxury and eaſe. 


To relieve and protect the toiling hand of 
induſtry at all times, and more eſpecially when 
oppreſſed with ſickneſs, has ever been a prin- 
cipal object in all well regulated ſocieties, and 
particularly with this nation, whoſe boaſt and 
glory it is, not only to ſupport its former, but 
b carry its charitable views to the invention of new 
1 eſtabliſhments; that as far as human foreſight 
1 can prevail, a remedy may be at hand for every 
misfortune, and unaſſiſted miſery find no corner 


* to repine in.

: In the ſeveral endeavours to effect theſe 
i truly noble and patriotic purpoſes, without 


| appearing to degrade ſtill lower the humble 
1 ſituation 
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fituation of the Poor, Diſpenſaries claim pre- 
eminent advantage over every other medical 
appointment. The eaſe by which patients 
obtain admiſſion, the little reſtraint on ſuch as 
are able to attend from following all, or ſome 
part of their daily occupations, being viſited at 
their own habitations, if their diſorders confine 
chem, not being obliged to leave their families, 
and he crowded together in ſick wards, or pariſh 5 
workhouſes, with others equally or worſe 3 
afflicted ; where the general malady too often b 
increaſes that of 'each patient, and renders it 
dangerous for any one to come near them, 
Poor women attended in their lying-in, and 
afterwards, if occaſion requires, and above all, 


N preſerving to them in their ſeveral afflictions, 
Th the moſt deſirable of all conſolation, to remain 
Eh! with their families, or friends, whoſe tenderneſs 


no ſtranger, however humane, can poſlibly 
equal: are not theſe advantages of a moſt 
N intereſting nature? And what but Public Diſpen- 
I faries admit of ſuch extent and operation, con- 
ſiſtent with the accommodation to the Poor ? A 
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Io ſuch as are alive to the feelings of huma- 9 
nity, what an extenſive enjoyment here preſents 
itſelf 
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| "eſe how ſmall the ſubſcription appears, when 


compared with what each benevolent ſubſcriber 
has daily in his power to procure for his poor 
afflicted neighbours ? Can a ſum, not equal to 
a penny a day, be put in competition with the 
heart- telt ſatisfaction of doing ſo much good, 


or even of receiving the thanks of his poor 
diſcaſed fellow creatures, for giving them the 


means of alleviating their complaints, moſt 
likely a compleat cure. Here alſo is another 
matter well worth coſideration. Your liberality 
is not likely to be miſplaced, for who, amongſt 
the poor, will ſeek medical advice without 


needing it, or take the preparations but from 
neceſſity. 


It is not the poor alone that receive the 
benefit of Diſpenſaries, and other public inſti» 
tutions of the like nature; every order of the 


people participate. What but theſe, could 


have called forth into action, and crowned with 
ſuch diſtinguiſhed ſucceſs, the latent abilities 
and efforts of the medical gentlemen of this 
country? How few have private practice 


enough for the exerciſe of their talents, or 


opportunity

| - opportunity ſufficient to draw aſide the veil of 
ages and detect the falſe attributes of many 
f drugs ? Where, but at theſe public charities, can 
medicine have ſo fair a trial, and its merits be 
ſubſtantially enquired into. Indebted to their 
influence, we no longer hear of Phyſicians or 
Surgeons ſent for from the continent ; but find 
- amongſt ourſelves, men of the moſt enlightened 
underſtanding and conſummate knowledge in the 
healing art; of equal, if not ſuperior, ability 
and experience to thoſe of any other nation on 
the earth, | 
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In examining the ſeveral plans, hitherto 
offered to the public, to relieve the indigent in 
their diſeaſes; and by a natural conſequence to 

leſſen the enormous ſums annually applied for 
their maintenance, Public Diſpenſaries ſtand 
very conſpicuous ; the common reaſon given by 
the poor for applying to their pariſhes for relief, 
is from ſome diſorder or accident having 
happened to themſelves or their families. 
Donations of money they more often pervert, . 
than properly apply, and it is a melancholy. 


reflexion, after recovering from their illneſs, 
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and having felt the luxury of the nn in 
too many of them, the heart is compleatly 
altered, a general relaxation from labour 
enſues, and inrolled in the number of the indi- 
gent, they remain the reſt of their lives a part 
of the annual burthen of their neighbours. But 
theſe inſtitutions furniſh ſolid and effectual aid 

to the poor, without the means of debauch or 
miſapplication ; the beſt of medical advice and 
drugs are quickly adminiſtered, and'in a manner 
grateful to the feelings of the induſtrious part of 
them, who are ever deſirous to retain that 
natural and worthy pride, not being obliged to 

the pariſh, A principle that cannot be tog 
warmly cheriſhed in them by their ſuperiors. 


Among other circumſtances that recommend 
this Diſpenſary, the Phyſician and medical 
Gentlemen, have from the firſt inſtitution of it, 
and ſtill continue to give their advice and atten- 
dance from motives of humanity, and without 
and pecunlary recompence. 


The limits for viſiting the poor at their own I 
habitations, commence from- Rotherhithe and 
Camberwell Churches, and extend through the 
towns of Deptford, Greenwich, Lewiſham, and 
* B | Wootwich, 
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' Heolwich, i in all which extenſive diſtrict, ſuch. as 
are unable to come to the Diſpenſary, are 
attended by a Phyſician, Surgeons, or medical 


Aſſiſtants, according to the nature of their 
complaints. 


The intention of this charts is to give 


aſſiſtance not only to the loweſt claſs of the 


people, but to poor houſekeepers, and others 


whoſe income will not enable them to pay 


for it. 


To thoſe of a benevolent diſpoſition, little 
need be ſaid to excite them to contribute to its 


eſtabliſnment: the great and evident advantages 


that reſult to the poor and the public, will be a 


fufficient recommendation to their attention and 
ſupport. 


The ſubſcription was fixed by the Governors 
fo low as One Guinea per annum, that all, who 
were deſirous of ſubſcribing, might have an 


opportunity of gratifying their feelings in pro- 


moting this Charity, not in the leaſt doubting 


of ſubſtantial ſupport, from the known character 
of the neighbourhood and country, and the 
humanit) of a generous and diſcerning nation.

GENERAL RULES 


REGULATION 8. 
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1. HIS Charity to conſt of a Preſident, 

| Vice-Preſidents, Treaſurer, Governors, 
and ſuch Officers and Servants as may, from 
time to time, be thought neceſſary. 


II. Every perſon paying to the Treafurer 
Collector, or Banker, appointed to receive 
ſubſcriptions, any ſum not leſs than One Guinea, 
as an annual ſubſcription, is entitled to be a 
Governor from thence to the Twenty-ninth of 
September next coming, and every perſon paying 
Ten Guineas at one time to be a Governor for life,

| 11. If any perſon at the time of payment 
| ſhall be deſirous that the ſubſcription ſhall be 
taken for the year to commence the Twenty« 
ninth of Septemher next following, the receipt 
for the ſame to be made accordingly. But ſuch

IV. Each ſubſcriber of One 83 per 
annum, is entitled, during payment, to have 
one patient on the medical or chirurgical liſt at 
a time, and one lying- in patient in the year.

Fifteen Governors ſhall be 8 at 
the quarterly general meeting in January every 
year, out of the annual Subſcribers, who with 
the Governors for life, and, medical officers of 
the charity, ſhall form a committee to be called 
The Monthly Committee, who are to meet at the 
Diſpenſary or elſewhere in their diſcretion, on 
the third Thurſday in every month, to conduct 
the affairs of this charity. Any three to form a 
board, whereof 'one to be of the choſen fifteen 
Governors, and upon every freſh appointment 
of ſuch committee, not more than ſeven of the 
laſt fifteen to remain, or any one of that number 
to be appointed above three years in- ſucceſſion. 


XII. It being of the utmoſt importance to
